Albany, N, Y., December 14.—For- 
mer governor Martin H. Glynn died 
in his home here today. 

Mr. Glynn returned yesterday from 
a hospital in the suburbs of Boston, 
where he had been under treatment 
for two months for spinal trouble of 
long standing. Death was pronounced 
due to heart trouble, probably an out- 
come of the spinal disease. 

Employes of The Times-Union, of 
which Mr. Glynn for years was editor. 
were expecting him to return to his 
desk tomorrow, improved by the hos 
pital treatments, 


Although best known in his home 
state as editor, lawyer, comptroller, 


| lieutenant governor and governor, Mr. 


Glynn believed his greatest service 
were his efforts in behalf of Jreland. 
Efforts in Ireland’s Behalf, 
David Lloyd George, former premier 
of England, gave former Governor 
Glynn eredit for having done more 
than any man to bring about the 

present Irish free state. 

It was through Mr. Glynn that 
David Lloyd George, then premier of 
England, sent his first message ta 
De Valera, “‘president of the Irish 
republic,” inviting the Irish leader te 
London to settle the Irish question 
through peaceful negotiation. 


During. April, 1921, while in Lon- | 


don, the Albany publisher mect Lloyd 
George in the house of commons and 
among the topies discussed by them 
on that occasion was the situation in 
[reland. : 

Mr. Glynn told the premier that it 
was only by settling the Irish question 
that good relations between the United 
States and England could be made 
possible, 

Brought About Conference. 

It was then that the prime minis- 
ter authorized his American visitor 
to extend an invitation to De Valera 
and the other Jrish chiefs to come 
to London “without conditiong and 
without exacting promises from 
them.” immediately Mr. Qlynn 
conveyed the invitation of the Irish 
cause, Shortly after came the round- 
table conference in Downing street. 
which resulted in the peace pact that 
gave birth to the Jrish free state. 

Former Governor Glynn also was 
credited with having done much to 
bring about the election of President 
Wilson in 1916 through his eloquent 
speech before the democratic national] 
convention, in which he originated 
the phrase “He kept us out of war.” 

Mr. Glynn was born in Kinderhook, 
southeast of Albany. September 27, 
1841. He was graduated from St. 
Johns coilege at the age of 23, and 
was awarded honorary degrees by 
Syracuse, Fordham, Union and 
Georgetown universities. 

Editor of Albany Paper. 

Although a member of the bar, 
h: never practiced law to any ex- 
tent, entering néwspaper work at an 
early age and becoming managing 
editor of The Albany Times-Union in 
1895. In 1924 he sold the paper to 
Wiliam Randolph Heatet, but con- 
tinned to direct it as editor. 

Mr. Glyun’s political career in the 
democratic party began with his elee- 
tion to the 56th congress from the 
20th New York district. He hecame 
comptroller of the etate in 1906 and 
was elected lieutenant ¢overnor in 
1912. With the removal of Governor 
William Sulzer hv a court of im- 
peachment in 1913, Mr. Glynn be. 
came governor. He failed of election 
in 1914, relinquishing the governor- 
shin to Charles S. Whitman. 

Mr. Glynn married Miss Mary C. 
E. Magrane, of Lynn, Mass.. in 1901.

More than a billion and a half 
dollars—this is the stupendous 
mountain of wealth which the 
American cotton crop is expected 


to bring to its producers! Inside 
the restricted area in which this 
crop was grown no other crop or 
industry can show anything like 
such a fabulous return in cash. 

The money which the cotton crop 
brings in is new wealth, literally 
created from the soil and the sun- 
shine, and the generous return r2- 
ceived this year will go far to- 
wards placing the southern states ia 
a condition of prosperity unknow” 
since 1920. 

This river of cotton money wil 
fill the pockets of the farmers, the 
vaults of the banks and the tills of 
the business men in all parts of the 
state. It will bring comforts into 
the rural homes which have long 
been absent; it will wipe out old 

. debts and, what is of far great2r 
Ymiportance, it will bring back the 
stimulation of independence and a 
hopeful outlook. In the midst ot 
this inspiring picture of returned 
prosperity the Georgia farm looms 
as the cornerstone of our indus- 
trial order—the most vital factor in 
- the life and progress of our people. 

One million bales is estimated 4s 
Georgia’s share of the thirteen-mil- 
lion bale crop of the nation, and our 
state will therefore reap from them 
something like $125,000,000. Four 
other states have made more cotton 
than Georgia this year. They are 
Texas, which must always lead in 
American cotton production by rea- 
son of its vast area; Mississippi, 
Arkansas and Oklahoma. It is a 
notable fact that all of these states 
are located in the southwest, where 
the boll weevil made its first ap- 
pearance in this country. Since its 
coming cotton production has ex- 
tended into new territory and this 
year California. comes up. with 
71,000 and Arizona with 100,000. 

The present cotton crop is said 
to be the ninth largest in the his- 
tory of the country and the fifth 
largest in value. The magnitude of 
cotton production and its impor- 
tance in the commerce of the world 
are shown by the efforts to develop 
its culture in various foreign coun- 
tries. Egypt, which has for many 
years grown cotton successfully un- 
der British direction, comes up this 
year with more than 800,000 bales; 
Pussia, which we are not accus- 
tomed to regard as a cotton coun- 
try, reports 458,000, which is a 
considerable increase over last 
year. Cotton has also been pro- 
duced with varying degrees of suc- 
cess in South Africa, Uganda, India, 
China, Mexico and portions of South 
America. 

The importance of cotton as a 
factor in modern civilization and 
world commerce is growing year by 
year and this fact cannot fail to ex- 


e ert a far-reaching and profound in- 


fluence upon the economical life of 
our State.

Till so far they 
have resisted all attempts at national- 
ization. Under a provision of the Ca- 
nadian law they are exempt from 
military service and they have also 
persistently refused to have schools 
opened on their’ sections of home- 
steads. Until recently they were

Knowing 
the Doukhobors to be past masters at 
passive resistance, it becomes quite 
clear that Canada has a delicate prob- 
lem of “self-determination” to solve!

Variations of Variola. 

I call it variola not just to be pe- 
dantic and show how much I know, 
but because variola is the right name 
for it. And it isn’t a new kind of 


radio receiver. It is a properly dread- 
ei disease which too many ple in- 
sist on having, a disease which kills 
thousands each year, sadly maims or 
marks other thousands who. are 
stricken but not killed, and with the 
irony of fate picks out for attack 
those members of the community who 
are uniformed or misinforned. 


The prevention of variola is a mat- 
ter of personal volition. Each indi- 


vidual must will for himself whether 
he desires protection against variola. 
The preventability of the disease va- 
ries directly with the intelligence of 
the community. 

Perhaps we should explain before 
we go any further that the common 
or vulgar name for variola is “small- 
pox.” But this’ name is objection- 
able for several reasons. One reason 
is that it connotes, in the mind of 
the uninformed or misinformed lay- 
man, something foul or vicious, a 
misconception which is thoroughly ex- 
ploited by these who seek to profit 
upon credulity. 

Vaccination is the protection which 
every individual may have against 
smallpox. Successful vaccination 
means inoculation with vaccinia, 
which is a comparatively mild dis- 
euse, in all probability | (nobody 
krnuows. definitely), a form of variola 
which has been modified by passing 
through the calf. If we are to be 
consistent we  shonld eall vaccinia 
“cow pox’—but we don’t and neither 
should we call variola “smallpox.” 
Vaccination is inoculation with a 
very mild disease which confers suf- 
ficient immunity to protect against 
an attack of the severe form of the 
disease. Vaccination is virtually 
variolation, bit with the curse taken 
off by our friend the cow. 

Variola, I say, seems to select the 
uninformed and the misinformed as 
victims. Every outbreak, every epi- 
demic of this disease starts among 
the ignorant part of the population. 
Either the subject stricken with 
variola didn’t know of the importance 
of being vaccinated, or they have 
been misinformed and led to believe 
vaccination was unnecessary or even 
dangerous. 

Vaccination does not confer abso- 
lute immunity, but only relative im- 
munity. Indeed, there is no such 
thing as absolute immunity against 
any known disease. Even the goat 
sometimes has tuberculosis, though 
ordinarily endowed with a high de- 
gree of immunity against that com- 
mon taint of domestic cattle and civ- 
ilized man. There is no definite du- 
ration of the immunity conferred by 
vaccination, though probably vac- 
eination in infancy or early child- 
hood does give some immunity for a 
litetime. if not sufficient to protect 
the individnal against overwhelming 
infection after the lapse of many 
vears. Ordinarily one vaccination 
is sufficient for life; but in the pres- 
ence of an epidemic the wise course 
for all who have been vaccinated it. 
infancy or early childhood is to give 
it a try once more—if immunity is 
still active the vaccination will not 
“take” and in any event no harm is 
done. 7 
Only the unvaccinated need worry 
about the risk of infection in time 
of an epidemic of variola. If vac- 
cination were universal, voluntary or 
compulsory, these outbreaks of vari- 
ola would not occur and an enormous 
saving in lives and money would be 
effected for the country.

by Leslie C. Frank, milk sanitation | 
expert of the United States public 
health service. The report was signed 
favorably by ell members—Mr. Chae- 
tain, Mrs. T. T. Stevens, J. W. Key, 
A. W. Nance and George L. Cook. 

Definition of Terms. 

Certified milk is that in which the 
bacteria count is not more than 10,- 
000, and which is produced at a dairy 
meeting 24 sanitation requirements, 
while grade A milk is that with not 
more than a 50,000 bacteria count, 
which is produced at a dairy 
meeting the same conditions. 

It is probahle that the report will 
be referred to the ordinance eom- 
mitted, and that definite action will 
not be taken until that body reports 
back to council. 

Alderman Jesse W. Arimstead has 
announced he will introduce new res- 
vlutions calling for salary increases 
of $10 per month for all members 
of the fire and police departments, 
with the exception of chiefs.

If recommendations of the Beeler

Establishment of the subway un- 
doubtedly would ¢lear the affected 
surface area of an immense ainount 
of pedestrian traffic, and with street 
cars ruled off, would greatly relieve 
vehicular traffic congestion. It is 
thought that at least 50 per cent of 
pedestrians now using Peachtree and 
Whitehall streets in the affected dis- 
trict would take advantage of the 
subway. 

It would be impractical to widen 
Whitehall streets, it 
is said, because of the great loss of 
property value, and such a widening 
necessitate eutting back of 
all buildings. However,

Problem of Payment. 


The question of who would pay for 
such an improvement must be threshed 
out, and possibly will be in the special 
committee’s recommendations to cout- 
cil, providing the committee approves 
the subway. It is also probable that 
the question, with decisions as to who 
would be assessed for costs of other 
projects recommended in the report, 
might be put directly up to city coun- 
cil and the power company. One 
tentative plan, which has been dis- 
cussed informally by the committee, 
would call for floating of bond issues 
by both the power company and the 
cit). 

According to reports, members of 
the ecunciimanic committee are favor- 
ably disposed toward the project, al- 
though some think that the time has 
not yet arrived for attempting of 
such a gigantic improvement.

Cobb was never a source of trouble 
to the umpires before he became man- 


ager. He was, as any umpire who 
worked in Detroit games previous to 
1920 will tell you, the easiest man in 
the league to work with. He never 
questioned decisions; never criticized : 
never argued. 

~ “A great player an’ a foine man,” 
the battle-scarred Timothy Hurst used 
to remark. “Never gives you a bit o’ 
trouble.

PARLEY MEETS TODAY

Washington, December 14.—A na- 
tional conference on street and high- 
way safety, to which Secretary 


Hoover has invited a number of state 
and local highway commissioners, 
city police heads concerned with 
traffic regulation, motor manufac- 
turer and representatives of the pub- 
lic, will begin here tomorrow to con- 
tinue two days. 

A careful study of the problems 
presented by increasing use of motor 
vehicles, higher accident and deatb 
rates due thereto, and projects pro- 
posed or attempted for the alleviation 
of present-day difficulties, has been 
made in advance by committees, 
which will make their reports after 
the opening address by Secretary 
Hoover. 

One of the early committee reports 
touching the statistics of the highway 
situation which will be presented by 
Director Steuart, of the vensus bu- 
reau, shows that in 1923 street and 
highway accidents occasioned a loss 
of “22,600 human lives, 678,000 seri- 
ous personal injuries, and $600,000,- 
000 economic loss, an increase of 80 
per cent in the past seven years.” 

Other committees have worked out 
proposals as to city planning meth- 
ods that might simplify traffic move- 
ment: and better methods of automo- 
bile construction and operatign. They 
also have touched on the construc- 
tion, engineering and insurance fea- 
tures of motor vehicle use today. 

From the data assembled and 
ideas presented, conference’ leaders 
expect to work out recommendations 
which may assist in accident preven- 
tion and expedition of traffic move- 
ment.

ROOSEVELT MEMORIAL 
IN CUBA 15 DEDICATED 


Santiago, Cuba, December 14.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—President 
‘Zayas, speaking at the dedication to- 
day of the memorial erected in honor 
of Theodore Roosev@t, said: 

“lhe love and devotion of the Cuban 
people for Theodore Roosevelt will live 
in their hearts longer than the bronze 
bust and the granite base unveiled in 
his honor here today can possibly last.” 

Major General James G. Harbord, 
U.S. A., retired, who represented Pres- 
ident Coolidge, pictured Roosevelt as 
“for years beloved in a free Cuba, 
and one who held that the United 
States was responsible for permitting 
Spanish oppression to continue so long 
at the doors of free America.” 

Stands Near San Juan. 

The monument is erected to Roose- 
velt as colonel of the First United 
States volunteer cavalry, otherwise 
known as the “Rough Riders,” in the 
Spanish-American war. It stands 
on a site provided by the municipality 
of Santiago leading to San Juan hill, 
where the most noted exploits of the 
Rough Riders were enacted. The Ro- 
tary Club of Santiago, the Rough Rid- 
ers’ association and the Roosevelt Me- 
morial association are its sponsors. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, widow of the Rough 
Riders’ colonel, drew aside the flag 
which enshrouded the monument, while 
army and navy officers stood at sa- 
lute and the government officials and 
civilians uncovered, 

Prisciliano Espirosa, president of 
the Sanitago Rotary club. deivered the 
introductory address and letters were 
read from former Governor Henry J. 
Allen. of Kansas, and General Leonard 
Wood. who was Roosevelt’s immediate 
superior as colonel when the Rough 
Riders were organized,- paying tribute 
to Colonel Roosevelt.
